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Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The magazine entitled H us tier’s All Blondes #1 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

This classification is because the publication tends to promote and support the exploitation of 
young persons for sexual purposes. 

The publication is a glossy American magazine exhibiting primarily naked blonde women posing 
individually in photospreads. The magazine also contains a number of advertisements for phone 
sex with young looking women who are presented as being young teenagers, despite the inclusion 
of small lettered text that states that the models are aged 18 and over. The publication is designed 
for the sexual arousal of adults and, given its purpose, the effect of the advertisements is to 
reinforce notions of young persons as viable sexual partners. The inclusion of such advertising 
means that the magazine tends to promote and support the exploitation of young persons for 
sexual purposes. 

The classification of this publication interferes with the freedom of expression, as set out in sl4 of 
the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. This outcome is consistent, however, with Parliament's 
intention that publications falling under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification 
Act 1993 are deemed to be objectionable. The classification is also a reasonable limitation on the 
freedom of expression that reflects the concern of a free and democratic society to limit the 
availability of publications that tend to promote and support the exploitation of young persons for 
sexual purposes. 
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
